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The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night for the last time before the 
municipal elections, and the tensions of 
the election showed as the members 
met in front of a full house. Several local 
citizens were present to yoice com- 
plaints, a group of workers from the 
street department were present and 
stayed until after a vote on a pay raise; 
plus those present for the routine 
business of doing business with the City 
of Elba, 


Mr. and Mrs. Wayland Adkinson, 
owners of the local Big Bear Super- 
market were present to protest state- 
ments made at the previous meeting of 
the council concerning trash bins 
behind their grocery store. Adkinson 
Stated the mayor was aware of his 
feelings as he and his wife both had 
already spoken to Mr. Folsom. 


Adkinson said he had no quarrel at 
all with the members of the Council, but 
did resent the mayor making statements 
about his family, his employees and his 
business without first discussing it with 
him personally. He said that since 
Folsom had used the council meeting to 
criticize him and his business, he felt he 
should use the same medium to voice 
his objections. He pointed out that for 
thirteen years he had had no problem 
with the pickup of his garbage until 
recently when the mayor told the city 
employees to stop picking up the boxes 
from one bin. He said that at the time 
Folsom was complaining, the garbage 
had not been picked up in over a week. 


Adkinson said Folsom could have 
found him at his place of business any 
time after 5:30 a.m. most any day and 
he was at home nights. He said both 
places had telephones, but no one had 
discussed any problems with him.

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Elba Candidates Answer Voters Questions At Jaycees Forum 


The Elba Jaycees, assisted by WELB and The 
Elba Clipper, sponsored a Candidates’ Forum last 
Saturday. All candidates for office In the upcoming 
municipal election were invited to attend. Each 


candidate was given a chance to answer three different 
questions. Each had access to the questions in 
advance. Below are the recorded answers as they were 


broadcast live over WELB. Answers were limited to 
one minute each. The only candidates not present were 
council candidates, Gary Brown and Ray Trammell. 


Moderator for the event was Jaycee president, 
Jeff Bimbo. 


Now we have Mr. John Waylon Sharpless, candidate for 


Council Place 2. Mr. Sharpless, what specific steps would 
you recommend to bring In additional Industry? 


First, I think we should work closely with the State Board of 
Industry, and I think, also, we should work more closely with 
our own local Industrial Board, I think we should work toward 
getting an industrial park, so if industry does present itself to 
us, then we would have some place to put it, 


Thank you. Next we have Mr. Ray Kyle, candidate for 
Councilman place 2. Mr. Kyle, will you ascertain that zoning 
laws are complied with, especially those regarding trailers? 


Yes, sir, 1 do. And I feel that zoning laws should be enforced 
in all areas, | think if zoning laws are enforced in one area, 
then they should be enforced in all areas, If these laws are 
not equally enforced, why have them at all? There should be 
no personal favoritism for any reason. These zoning laws 
were designated for the people of Elba. If we want Elba to 
grow in business and population, we must have our zoning 
laws obeyed to the fullest. +1 think the zoning laws should be 
updated and kept in that order where there will be no 
confusion over which area is which. Zoning laws should be 
for the betterment of the City of Elba and for all the people of 
Elba--not some select individual or group. 


Thank you, Mr. Kyle. Next Is Mr. Bow Dunaway who Is 
running for Councilman Place 5. Mr. Dunaway, what are 
your suggestions on keeping the public informed on the 
badget and periodic financial reports comparing actual 
results with the budget? 


Jeff, there are many things that can be done. My suggestion 
is this--you have the people over there that can do it. About 
once a quarter, they should publish a list or item account ot 
what has been done, how much money has been spent, what 
it has been spent for, and how it compares with the budget. 


Thank you. Now we have Mrs. Refina Grimes who is running 
for Councilwoman, Place 2. Mrs. Grimes, what are your 
plans for the recreation program? 


Well, there are funds that can be gotten through the 
Recreational Department in Montgomery. What we have got 
to do is represent ourselves in a manner at which we can get 
those funds. We have got to put those funds strictly to 
recreation, and these funds are through the state. 


Thank you, Mrs. Grimes. Now we have Mr. Danny Johnson 
who is running for City Councilman Place 3. Mr. Johnson, 
what plans do you have to maintain a clean Elba? 


Our street sweeper has seen so little use lately in the last few 
years that it is undoubtedly in a very poor state of repairs. I 
believe that we should get the cost figures on upgrading this 
piece of machinery or replacing it, that we should keep our 
streets swept on a periodic basis, that we should keep the 
grass in our city, this type medians, all mowed and litter 
picked up. We talk about bringing industry into Elba, but 
when these people come down to look us over, they see dirt 
piled up in the gutter until the grass is growing; they see litter 
laying by the side of our road that is rusted and bleached 
because it has been laying there so long. They must think 
that we are just a dirty little town. I think that this already 
cost us a lot of money and will continue to cost us if we don’t 
clean up. 


Thank you, Mr. Johnson. Next we have Mr. Dud English who 
is running for Councilman, Place 4. Mr. English, the police 


department did not get a raise last July. Do you support a 
raise for the police at this time, and if so, how much? 


I think we have a good police department. | think they should 
have a raise. Everybody needs a raise as inflation goes up. It 
still boils down to a matter of economics. The City only has so 
much money. I think the Mayor, when he submits the 
budget, should put in his budget a raise to all the city 
employees. 


Thank you. Up next is Mr. Sonny Inman, running for 
Councilman, Place 3. Mr. Inman, do you believe the city 
school system is adequately funded, and if not, where would 
the additional money come from? 


First of all, I want to take a few seconds time of my one 
minute to congratulate you and this organization for putting 
this program on. I think you all have done exemplary work in 
the City of Elba. I would like to see this carry on from election 
through election. I think you are to really be complimented 
for the many things you have done. I have had four children 
to graduate from Elba City Schools, and they have done real 
good--the same as many of you people. Grandchildren are 
coming along. I don’t think we ever have enough funds to 
have an adequate education, but we have got to look at this 
realistically this way. That these young people who are in our 
high schools and grammar schools today are the ones who are 
going to be on this platform as candidates for mayor running 
our city and candidates for councilmen in the years to come. 
If we don’t educate these young people adequately, then we 
are going to have inadequate government. Now, when we get 
to where the additional money is coming from, a few years 
ago, we floated a bond issue in the City of Elba to build the 
Elementary School. Now, I understand, first of all, that the 
city has given the school system approximately $36,000. That 
tuns about $3,000 a month. This is certainly not adequate. 
The city only has so much money out of the bond issue. And 
we are trying to build a new school right now, and we don’t 
have the money except what the state has given us. We can 
take the bond issue and recall these bonds and reissue those 
bonds and come up with $200,000 to help with the 
construction of the school. If it comes to point somewhere 
along the line, and I hope it doesn’t, then again let’s be 
realistic. We have to dig down in our pockets if we want to 
have good education, and I am just as much for education as 
these people here. 


Thank you, My. Inman. Mr. David Stokes who is running for 
Councilman, Place 4 will speak next. Mr. Stokes, what are 
your plans for maintaining and improving the streets in Elba, 
and how will these plans be funded? 


As you know, the streets in Elba now are in awful shape. 

They have been patched and repatched again and again. I am 
afraid there is nothing that is going to help except repaving. 
Now, where this mouey will come from, I am not sure, but we 
will look into that. I understand that recently the Legislature 
passed a bill which might make some funds available for city 
government to pave streets if we can get some affirmative 
action going. And I will certainly push for that. 


‘Thank you, Mr. Stokes. Now we will hear Mrs. Dixie Davis 
who Is running for Councilwoman, Place 4. Mrs. Davis, what 
do you think the city could do to improve the appearance of 
the vacant downtown buildings? 


I think the owners of these buildings should be held 
responsible for them. I think the city should send out letters. 
After the third letter, if something isn't done by the owners of 
this property, the city should take it over, clean it up, tear it 
down, or condemn it, 


Thank you, Next Is Mr. Charles Kennett who Is ranning for 
City Council, Place 1, Mr. Kennett, what are your 
recommendations for the “hot meals for the elderly’’ 


program? 


I think after taking a good close look at the ‘hot meals’’ if 
they are actually giving the needy what they couldn't have 
otherwise, and they are performing their purpose they were 
devised for, and the money is being spent for them, we are 
getting 100 per cent value. Then 1am all for it, However, I do 
think we should take a closer look and see that in some 
instances, it is being used as a social outlet. 


Mr. Cleo Hawkins who Is running for Councilman, Place 5, 
will speak. Mr. Hawkins, what are your plans for main 

and Improving the streets In Elba, and how will these plans be 
funded? 


Well, | think through the gasoline tax, you have a special fund 
for streets only, and you have additional taxes through this 
new law, and you can take your streets by priority--the bad 
streets first--and use this money and start a program on your 
streets that need it worst. 


Mr. Hawkins, what are your plans for the recreation 
program? 


I think our recreational program has improved over the last 
couple of years. And I want to work with it and all the money 
that is available that we can give to them to improve it more--I 
am for it. 


Thank you, Mr. Hawkins. Mr. Kennett, what specific steps 
would you recommegd to bring in additional industry? 


I think probably one of the most important steps we could take 
would be to have an agreeable effort put forth on the part of 
city government. Second, | think a more harmonious 
atmosphere at our council meetings would be conducive to 
setting a good example and making a better elect to anybody 
who might be considering Elba for a possible industrial city. 
Thirdly, I think we could work closer with the state officials 
and the government officials and any department they have 
set up for this purpose. 


Thank you. Mrs. Davis, will you ascertain that zoning laws 
are complied with, especially those regarding trailers? 


Yes, I would if I had a $50 to $75,000 home. I would not want a 
house trailer put on the property next door. I believe that it 
would devalue the price of my property, but I feel that it 
should be left to the home owners or the property owners 
and the city should not dictate. 


Thank you, Mrs. Davis. Mr. Stokes, the police department 
did not get a raise last July. Do you support a raise for the 
police at this time, and if so, how much? 


Yes, I think our police department performs a vital function, 
and I think with inflation, they need a raise like the rest of us. 
1 will support a 7 to 10 per cent raise. I think that a police 
department without high morale and eager to do thre job, we 
are in trouble. I think one of the first ways to insure that is by 
paying the raise. 


Thank you. 

Mr. Inman, what are your suggestions on keeping the public 
informed on the budget and periodic financial reports 
comparing actual results with the budget? 


I think at least every six months, possibly no less than that, a 
budget and the expenditure from the budget should be 
published in the local newspapers and news media. Now, let 
me go a little further than that. I looked at the budget of the 
Elba Exchange Bank and The People’s Bank, and to be 
perfectly honest with you, I am not a bookkeeper, and I turned 
the page. It is full of liabilities and assets, and I would have to 
think just a minute on what a libility and an asset is. Publish it 
so that every day people can look at it and read it and tell what 
itis, ifit takes an explanation. If you overspend, why did you 
overspend? if you undersnend. then what are you going to 
spend the money for? what is planned? May I deviate one 
moment to say that the councilmen and mayor should set 
some long-range goals so that if we do meet and don't exceed 
this budget, then they can be applied to some of these 
long-range goals for next year or the next 6 months. But we 
definitely need to publish a budget at least a minimum of 
every 6 months in such a language that the average person 
can understand that budget. 


Thank you, Mr. Inman. 

Mr. English, do you believe the city school system Is 
adequately funded, and if not, where would the additional 
money come from? 


We have a good school system. Where the city would get any 
more money to give to the schools, I don’t know. As you 
know, sales tax is off. Revenue sharing is going to be cut 
50%. When you come to ask the city for more money, you are 
talking about putting on more taxes. If anybody else has any 
idea where the money for the schools could come from, the 
city councilmen would appreciate it. Thank you. 


Thank you, sir. 

Now, we have Mr. Danny Johnson, ranning for Councilman, 
Place No. 3. Mr. Johnson, what are your recommendations 
for the ‘‘hot meals for the elderly”’ program? 


Well, I have been advised by the Director of Pensions and 
Security that unless a special deal is passed next year, there 
will be no funding of this program from a Federal level. He 
feels as I do, that probably the reason for this has been the 
inefficient handling of the money that was first put down. 
Now, I’m all for this program - I think it's good. 1 can point to 
a few people that would not get meals if it were not for this. I 
speak specifically of elderly men who have no wives, and they 
would eat out of cans if it were not for this program.’ m all for 
it, and I think all the elderly people would prefer that we 
would tighten our belts, and that we would be responsible 
for the spending of this money so that this program could be 
continued. Thank you.

Now, we have Mrs. Refina Grimes, candidate for 
Councilwoman, Place 2. Mrs. Grimes, what do you think the 
city could do to improve the appearance of the vacant 
downtown buildings? 


Well, I think first, that we should get with the owners of the 
buildings, talk with them about improving the appearance of 
the buildings, so that if we would have anyone interested in 
occupying these buildings, they wouldn't hesitate for a 
moment to come in here and rent the buildings, and 
therefore, it would improve the looks of our town. We could 
work with the people who own them, 


Thank you. 
Now, we have Mr. Bow Dunaway, running for City Council, 
Place 5. Mr. Dunaway, what plans do you have to maintain a 
clean Elba? 


If we have - I say we - the City - has the necessary manpower - 
how do I know? I was out there last year as Street 
Superintendent. We have 'em - we can use ‘em. They work 
out there ahout 3 or 4 hours a day some days - some days less 


than that. Use that a eae that you've got - if necessary, 
give them brooms and shovels and put them in these curbs 
and gutters. That old street sweeper they've got out there - 
as a young man said a few minutes ago - it's in an awful state 
of repair, But that thing has cost the city already more than a 
brand new one would cost, and it's probably in the shop right 
now - it was one day last week, ‘cause I went with the man to 
carry it over there. Take this personnel that you've already 
got and if necessary give 'em a broom - I did. When I was 
Street Superintendent, I actually got out here with a broom 
and a shovel, and I'm no better than they are, and I don't 
think they're any better than lam, Get ‘em up off their duffs 
and put them to work, That's the easiest and the cheapest 
way to do it.

Now, we have Mr, Ray Kyle, ranning for Councilman, Place 
2. Mr. Kyle, If elected, what are your recommendations for a 
recreational program? 


1 would propose to keep, continue and push for more use of 
the recreational facilities we now have, along with expanding 
into other areas. I would like to see more use of the recreation 
building and facilities for all ages. The Recreation 
Department could serve both the old and young. We should 
expand into other areas other than softball, football, baseball 
- such as a park, playground for family outings. This should 
include picnic areas, playground equipment, and areas for 
just getting back to Nature; facilities for people who just enjoy 
fishing on the river - supervised events for teenagers at the 
Rec Center. Keep up and maintain the go-kart track for those 
interested in go-kart. For adults of Elba - sewing classes, 
demonstrations, pottery classes, arts and crafts, dominoes, 
checkers, exercise classes, fishing tournaments sponsored by 
the Rec Department. There are a lot of recreation areas we 
could bring into Elba which would support themselves, and 
with your help we could turn this city into a fun place to live.

Now, Mr. John Waylon Sharpless, incumbent for Place 2. Mr. 

Sharpless, do you believe the city school system Is adequately 

_— and if not, where would the additional money come 
mi? 


1 feel like the schools are in dire need for additional funds. We 
have in the city budget this year $898,372. Of that, per month, 
available cash money, moved to the City School Board for a 
year is $36,000 available money. There are two bonds being 
paid off each month - one bond is $3607 per month that comes 
out of general funds. Another bond is $1777.50 that comes 
out of the 2-cents sales tax. This adds up to $100,608 per year 
coming out of your city budget going to the schools, Alright, 
if my figuring is correct, that is 11% of the total budget going 
to schools. I believe, if we have any more money going to the 
schools, then we should work some way to get some of the 
federal money that we're sending to Washington which 
sometimes we think is going down the drain - funded back 
into our local system that we could apply here in our schools 
ourselves, Thank you. 


Thank you, Mr. Sharpless. Also, what are your suggestions 
for keeping the public informed on the ae and periodic 
financial reports comparing actual results with the budget? 


The budget is for public information at the city hall. Now, it 
would be quite possible to publish a budget more often, but 
this is a cost of our tax money. It would just be a matter of 
what the citizens want, I think, If they want the budget 
published, there is, every month, an updated list given to the 
council on different departments that have spent over their 
budget, or under their budget. Now, this could also be 
published if this is desirable by the public.

Mr. Kyle, Place 2 - what are your plans for maintaining and 
improving the streets of Elba, and how can these plans be 
funded? 


My idea of plans for maintaining and improving the streets of 
Elba are that we try harder to obtain more bids instead of 
having to accept the one and only bid turned in. The city 
should be able to say ‘‘no’’ to some outrageous bid on 
ANYTHING. We should strive to get the most out of our 
hard-earned tax dollars, and not let the contractors take us for 
a ride just because it’s for the city. The improvement of roads 
should be determined by the most heavily traveled areas first. 
Then secondary roads come behind this, Funding for this can 
be transferred from the Gasoline Excise Tax Reserve Fund, 
The money is available, and that money can be used only for 
road repair and maintenance. Also, the sidewalks of this city 
square are in bad need of repair. Something needs to be done 
now, before the city faces a lawsuit due to injury from uneven 
slabs and broken slabs. Doing so will encourage more 
business in Elba.

Mr. Danaway, Candidate for Councilman, Place 5. What are 
your recommendations for the ‘thot meals for the elderly’’ 


program? 


Boy, I’m glad you asked me that one. As you-all know, I 
conceived that program, and it’s not a ‘‘hot-meal’’ program. 
That is a recreational program for senior citizens. The first 
requisite is that they must be 60 years of age. There are two 
or three more requisites they must meet, then along comes 
your hot meals. That meal is secondary in importance, but 
it’s to get these old people out of those four walls, keep them 
from closing in on them - give them somewhere to go and 
something to do. Now, it is a hot meal - that meal must be at 
least 145 degrees before it can be served - the hot food. The 
cold food must be 45 degrees or less, A gentleman mentioned 
a while ago that it could not be used as a social club - well, it is 
that. That's the primary purpose of that thing. Giving that 
hot meal is secondary. Now, gentlemen, in the crowd out 
there who's running for mayor - and myself have fought this 
thing tooth and toenail, We started off getting 25 meals per 
day for Elba. Before Enterprise ever fed a soul, they got 19 
more. We finally got up to 40 - we wish we had 40 more - I’m 
for that program 1000%!.

Mrs. Grimes -the police department did not get a raise last 
July. Do you support a raise for the police at this time, and if 
so, how much? ; 


By all means - the palice department nas households to look 
after, they have famifies to look after. I checked that - they 
did not get a raise. They have not had a raise since 1978, in 
November. Yes, I would fully support a raise, even though | 
am not aware of the budget at city hall, but if any employee 
deserved a raise in 1979, the police department did because 
they are here to protect us as citizens, and we expect that 
much out of them when we call them. So, therefore, I would 
when I'm elected, look over the budget and immediately see 
that the city hall and the police department were not 
discriminated against. 


Thank you. 
Mr. Johnson, candidate for Place 3 - What specific steps 
would you recommend to bring additional industry Into Elba? 


Well, I think we should work closely with the state Industrial 
Board, and I think that the key to the whole thing is follow-up. 
Not just dropping occasional letters that wind up in File 13. 
We can have personal representation there - we should follow 
this thing up. Then when we do have people come down and 
visit, we should prepare for that visit - we should present our 
city in the best possible light. We should present our 
industrial sites in the best possible light. I think our city 
officials should conduct themselves in a friendly, cooperative, 
business-like manner. If we have people come down to look 
our town over, and they leave thinking we're a dirty hick

town, we'll never hear from them again, And when the people 
do come down, generally we never do hear from them again. 
To me, we need to prepare for these meetings - meet the 
industries and prepare for their visits. Thank you.

Mr. English, Candidate for Council, Place 4. Mr. English, 
what plans do you have to maintain a clean Elba? 


The City of Elba is in bad shape as far as beauty is concerned, 
We have ditches that are full of water, mosquitoes, turtles, 
snakes, trees. I think we could use the CETA people we have 
to clean out ditches and improve the city - sweep the streets, 
pull up the grass from the sidewalks - we just have a lot of 
things that could be done. I'm not sure there's any federal 
money available for this sort of thing. Of course, there is for 
ditches, draining and that kind of thing. We're getting 
$325,000 now for Mulberry Heights drainage. There are a lot 
of things we could do - we've just got to go after it. In closing, 
let me urge everybody to vote - elect a good mayor, and a 
good City Council that can work with him. Thank you.

Mr. Inman, candidate for Councilman, Place 3. Mr. Inman, 
what do you think the city could do to improve the appearance 
of the yacant downtown buildings? 


Thank you, Jeff. As I sit here and look across at some of these 
awnings and things - of course, I’m not knocking any 
business, but they were there when I was a kid, and boy, 
that's a long time ago! I hate to use the example of another 
town, but I think this is where you get your ideas - by 
associating with the councils, the mayors of other towns and 
see how they did it. In Ozark, Alabama, for example, a few 
years ago, they did a complete renovation of the downtown 
area. Now, they took down all the awnings, and replaced that 
with concrete type awnings. Montgomery, Alabama, 
downtown area, did the same thing. Now, I'm a good friend 
of Mayor Folmar in Montgomery, and I asked him; also Tom 
Goff over in Ozark - how did you do it? And the answer was- 
‘We got Federal funds - we didn't wait for them to send them 
tous. We got on an airplane, we went up there and we talked 
to Bill Dickinson and John Sparkman, who was in at that time, 
and we brought the funds back. I think if we can beautify our 
downtown area without a lot of expense to the fellow that’s 
trying to make a living in there. Now, when you say this 
building is vacant, what can I do about it - I can’t do anything, 
because it doesn’t belong to me. But, if everything was 
uniform, with nice downtown area, awnings and such as that, 
at Federal grant money,then I don’t think you'd have as much 
problem of HAVING a vacant building. Now, if you go.out 
and get industry in here - I'm talking about shopping centers - 
I'm talking about small industry - and large industry - and the 
people support these industries - and support getting them in 
here - and a lot of these questions refer to a clean town, 
schools, etc. - then I don't think you're going to have a 
problem like vacant buildings. But, let's again be realistic. 
We're in an economic slump - there's vacant buildings in 
Enterprise - there's going to be vacant buildings here, Clean 
it-up, have nice awnings by them, and such as that. Thank 
you.

Now, we have Mr. Stokes, candidate for Place 4. Mr. Stokes, 
what are your suggestions on keeping the public Informed on 
the budget and periodic financial reports comparing actual 
results with the budget? 


Well, Jeff, I believe that the people have a very important 
right to know how their money is being spent, and they should 
be interested. As I understand it now, the budget is 
published once a year. I’m not going to say we need to 
publish quarterly reports, or semi-annual reports, or 
whatever. I would like to get input from the citizens. I would 
like to hear some questions at the council meeting, find out 
what they want to know - how often they want to know it, and 
then we can go from there. Thank you.

Now, we have Mrs. Dixie Davis, ranning for Councilwoman, 
Place 4. Mrs. Davis, what are your plans for our recreational 


program? 


I would like to see our recreation program enlarged, due to 
the fact that right now there’s no federal money available 
does not mean that we cannot get federal funding. I'd like to 
have - I'd like for the City of Elba to have a recreation complex 
with a swimming pool, tennis courts, basketball goals, and 
softball field and the Little League football field. 


Now, Mr. Charles Kennett, incumbent Councilman, Place 1. 
Mr. Kennett, do you belleve the city school system is 
adequately funded, and if not, where would the additional 
money come from? 


Jeff, 1 don't think we could say our school system - or any 
other school system - is adequately funded. 1 think ours is in 
real good shape, and I think it’s a constantly improving thing 
that we need to look at. I think we need to do this each year 
when the budget is made; and where the funds are gonna 
come from is left up to the people of Elba. I think what we 
have got is being spent wisely.

Now, Mr. Cleo Hawkins, incumbent councilman candidate for 
Place 5. Mr. Hawkins, what are your recommendations for 
the ‘thot meals for the elderly’’ program? 


Well, I understand that this program is funded through the 
federal government, the state, and local. And, I have voted to 
support it locally, on all issues that have been before the local 
government, 


Thank you, sir, and we do appreciate everyone of you 
candidates for the City Council of Elba, coming and sharing 
your opinions and ideas with us this afternoon, Now, at this 
time, we'll ask you to clear the state, and make way for our 
candidates for mayor.

We would like to urge each and everyone of you that is 
present here today, on the courthouse square, and that Is 
listening out there In radio land, or whatever we call it, to go 
out and vote in our elections that are coming up next month, 
because everybody sits around and complains about how our 
city government Is doing, but half the people never go out 
and express their opinions on which candidates should be 
elected, or we don’t vote, that’s something that if we don’t 
ri doing in the near future, it could possibly be taken away 
m us. 


Now, we’d like to start with Mr. Owen Ziglar, He’s candidate 
for mayor. Mr, Ziglar, do you believe the city school system 
is adequately funded, and if not, where would the additional 
money come from? 


To say the city school system is adequately funded would be a 
serious mistake. The public schools and public facilities of all 
types are very seldom funded adequately. They all have 
growing pains in areas of improvement that require additional 
expense, At the present time, the Elba City School System 
receives from the City of Elba $100,608 a year. The school 
system also receives approximately $114,815 a year from 
three sources of revenue from the county tax collector’s 
office. This amounts to $215,423 a year in what I call local 
effort money. While I don’t feel the funds are com letely 
adequate, we may have to tighten our belts and use what we 
have wisely. Additional funds for the schools right now would 
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Now, we have Mayor Bob Folsom. Mr. Folsom, If re-elected, ' 
what do you think the city could do to Improve the appearance 
of the vacant downtown buildings? 
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The buildings downtown belong to the people that own them, 
the City of Elba has no jurisdiction whatever over the 
condition of that building. All we can do is ask those people, 
“If you will, please clean it up.’ You cannot tell them, 
"You'll clean it up, or we'll put you in jail.'’ We are at the 
mercy of the people that own them, We have asked at 
different times for them to put the awnings up at uniform 
height. If you have an occasion, look at those around the 
Square - some eight inches higher, two feet higher, lower, and 
‘ what not, That is not a problem for the City of Elba - that is a 
% ea for the man that owns the building and wants to rent

Now, we have Mr. Virgil Coleman, candidate for mayor, Mr. 
Coleman, what are your plans for the recreation department, 


Thank you very much, No. 1, | would prefer that we ask for 
federal funding, and see what is the availability of funds for 
outdoor recreation, from the federal government. And, get a 
Board of Directors of competent people who can do their jobs 
-people who are trained in recreation - I'm not trained in that 
area. I'm trained only as an administrator. | believe this can 
certainly be done with adequate minds and adequate people,

Thank you, Jeff. I want to compliment the Jaycees on picking 
such a warm day to have this - it sure is fun!

How city monies are 
spent is the business of every citizen of Elba, With Council 

approval, we would publish quarterly, a balance sheet, 
showing actual expenditures versus budget expenditures. If 
you want to be informed, I hope you will vote for me, Bob 
English, on July 8. Thank you. 


Now, we have Mr. James Wise - Mmmy, what plans do you 
have to maintain a clean Elba? 


Jeff, we have a lot of work to do - we have the manpower to do 
it with, I'd like to see the streets re-striped, I'd like to see the 
, buildings fixed up - the individual people that own the 
_ buildings - we can’t MAKE them clean them up - fix them up 
- but you can write letters to them and ask them. As far as 
vacant lots, junk cars - the city has an ordinance on the books 
to either have the people clean these things up and move 
them, or we can move them and bill them for doing it. You 
know - there are a lot of things we could do. Thank you. 


Also, Jimmy, since we’ve got you up here - what steps would 
_ you recommend to bring In additional industry? 


‘Well, the first thing I'd like to do - I'd like to see the city sell 
the land they own across from the airport, to the Industrial 
Board. They could develop that into an industrial park, put 
roads in - sewer, lights, water - whatever it takes - then we've

I 
would work with our school administrators in seeking 
additional state and federal funds. As our town grows, we 
will have additional revenue. I will certainly support the 
schools and see that they receive their part of this new 
revenue that we would have.

lam very interested in seeing Elba departmentalize with the 
budget being funded according to departmentalization. I'm 
interested in seeing Elba being inventoried, so that we know 
what we have - we know what we possess. Then each head of 
the department would be charged with keeping his 
department clean. Relative to the funding of that, we should 
do everything possible to go through our state Industrial 

‘ Board and our local agencies to get these things funded from 
the Federal government.

Jaly. Do you support a raise for the police at this time, and if 
80, how much? 


I'll have to differ with you on that - last July we cut out the 
assistant chief of police. We divided that money among all 
the policemen; however, that wasn’t enough raise to amount 
to a hill of beans. The police department should get more 
_ money. They lay their lives on the line defending you and I. 
. They should be the highest paid department in the City of 
Elba, barring none! City clerk, recreation director, or 
anybody else - I don’t care who they are. You pay your 
policemen, you'll get good policemen, and we have some 
. good policemen - they doa good job. Now, the people need to 
‘back their police department and quit biting them in the back. 
They have more backbiting in the police department in Elba 
than any place I know of in the United States, and I’ve been 
,all over the world!

I 
believe the church and all the 
citizens should have part in 
the support of the govern- 
ment, and the government, 
should protect the freedom of 
the church. So, let's all get, 
out and vote afd then do our 
part in making this a better 


place to live. 


Also, while it is the 
birthday of our nation, let’s 


get that flag out and wave it 
and sing ‘God Bless 
America."’ With all our 
problems, there is no place in 
all the world 1 would rather 
be than in this good old 
U.S.A. May it be a joyous 
and happy occasion for you 
and your family, and a safe 
one as well.

A farmer told me this 

week atout visiting the 
: DeKalb Research Farm near 
Albany, GA. For a fumber 
of years, this research farm 
has tested dozens of grain 
“sorghum and corn varieties. 
: They also carry out a jot of 
slime and fertility experi- 
ments. I was told that where 
the pH was maintained at 5.0 
for a number of years the 
bgrain sorghum only gets 
about half the height and 
yield of grain sorghum plant- 
ed on soils with a pH of 5.5. 
Ata pH of 6.0 and above, the 
grain sorghum is even bet- 
ter. 

I mention this to point out 
the importance of a liming 
program based on soil test 
results. No matter how much 
fertilizer arfd nitrogen a field 
receives, it isn’t going to 
produce anything like it 
should unless the pH is at the 
proper level. 


WEEDS 

Farmers are concerned 
about weeds coming in pea- 
Tits. Most peanuts have 
been planted now for several 
weeks and are growing rap- 
idly. So are weeds, Several 
materials are recommended 
for over-the-top application 
on peanuts. The one you 
need depends on the weeds 
you have. They can be yery 
effective if used when the 
weeds are still young and 
tender as most of them are 
now. 

Premerge 3 or Dinitro is 
‘excellent on very © small, 
young, tender béggarweed. 
It wWor't kill older beggar- 
‘weed plants. Premerge 3 is 
also very good on cocklebur 
and is fair on coffeeweed.

In a recent study, 100 of 
166 convenience foods tested 
cost more per serving than 
similar foods prepared at 
home. 

More than three-fourths 
of the meat and poultry 
convenience items, half of 
the fruits and vegetables and 
nearly two-thirds of the 
baked goods and desserts 
cost more per serving than 
those prepared at home. 

Some convenience foods 
have more ingredients such 
as Sauce or noodles, but less 
meat, fish and poultry than 
similar home-prepared 
items. 

When 25 home recipes 
were adjusted so they had 
the same proportion of 
ingredients as the con- 
venience items, the average 
cost per serving of the 
home-prepared foods was 
14 percent lower. 

However, most con- 
venience foods examined 
required less preparation 
time, less fuel for cooking 
and did not differ sign- 
ificantly in quality from 
similar food prepared at 
home. 

Convenience foods ac- 
count for nearly half of all 
foods sold for consumption at 
home. Orange juice made 
from frozen concentrate is 
one of the best bargains 
among convenience items, 
costing only one-third as 
much as juice squeezed from 
fresh oranges. 


GROUND BEEF COLOR 
Don’t be concerned if 
ground beef is red on the 
outside and grayish-brown 
on the inside. The red color is 
due to exposure to air, so the 
inside would be red if air 
could ‘get to it. In tightly- 
wrapped packages, even the 
exterior of ground beef may 
tend to be grayish-brown. 


HOUSING 

Have you been thinking 
about building or buying a 
new home, but didn’t 
because of interest rates? 
Interest rates have begun to 
fall and they will soon level 
off to an affordable rate. 

However, people plan- 
ning to wait for interest rates 
to fall further before making 
plans to buy or build may be 
making a mistake, because 
construction costs will pro- 
bably increase 20 percent 
every year, 

So waiting for interest 
rates to go down may result 
in paying higher construction 
costs. And higher construc- 
tion cost may raise the total 
cost of housing. 

Another factor that will 
affect the money supply and 
interest rates for home 
mortgages is the renegoti- 
able rate mortgage (RRM). 
Federally regulated home 
finance agencies may now 
use this type mortgage. 

This mortgage can be 
issued for terms up to 30 
years. Renewable short-term 
loans may be issued for 
terms of three to five years. 

When the loans are 
renewed, interest rates can 
be increased or decreased 
one-half of one percent per 
year up to a maximum of five 
percent over the life of the 
mortgage. 

Renewal rates are based 


on a national index. In- 
creases are optional but 
decreases are mandatory 


when called for by the index. 

To find out more details 
about this new type of 
mortgage, talk to an officer 
of your bank; a savings and 
loan assoication or a real 
estate agent. 


DRIED ARRANGEMENTS 

Later in the _ year, 
especially around holidays, 
many people like to prepare 
dried flowers for gifts. But 
they don’t have any on hand. 
Now, while flowers are 
blooming, is the time to 
prepare a supply of them for 
dried arrangements. 

For floral arrangements 
you can strip the stem of 
foliage and hang it head 
down in a warm, dry, dark 
place. Sand, borax or silica 
gel, sifted over the flower 
until it’s covered, will also 
dry it. 

The glycerine method is 
generally used to preserve 
foliage. After cutting the 
foliage, split the stem. Then 
put it in a container of 
solution that covers at least 
one-third of the stem. 

And, some appliance 
companies suggest drying 
flowers in their microwave 
ovens. Check your use care 
booklet for directions.

The Girl Scouts of Elba, 
Enterprise and New Brock- 
ton all gathered together this 
past week (June 16-20) for 
their annual Girl Scout Day 
Camp. In all there were over 
200 people at camp each 
day. 

There were four Brownie 
units consisting of 46 girls 
(girls going into the 2nd and 
3rd grades), two Fly-Up units 
consisting of 21 girls (girls 
going into the 4th grade), 
three Junior units consiting 
of 58 girls (girls going into 
the Sth and 6th grades), and 
one Cadette unit consisting 
of 12 girls (girls going into 
the 7th and 8th grades). 

In all there were 47 staff 
members for the camp 
consisting of camp directors, 
unit leaders, waterfront 
personnel and craft 
directors.
